Stewart, supervisor of the forest 
fire experiment station at Roscom­ 
mon. announced yesterday while on 
a visit here. 
Mr. Stewart inter-

rrtncerning various equipment, that 
Is used by the conservation depart­ 
ment In its anti-fire work. 


In connection with the survey. 
Mr. Stewart said that the depart­ 
ment will Introduce the use of a 
water tank and pump to wash out 
wells to obtain a water supply. Ex­ 
periments have shown that where 
water can be reached close to the 
surface of the ground a well can 
be made by the washing out pro­ 
cess in about six minutes.

Casserole Dish 
Ideal For Meal 
That Must Wait 


SHE S A N E N G IN E E R 


From now until 
snow 
falls, 
most of us will be faced with the 
problem of keeping meals hot and 
appetizing for the m em bers 
of 
our family who like to m ake ev­ 
ery m inute of daylight count. 
I have found casserole-cooked 
and oven dishes and chilled 
or 
molded foods especially satisfac­ 
tory for meals that must 
wait. 
Soups, either hot or cold, are a 
good choice, too, because the hot 
ones can be kept in good condi­ 
tion in the double boiler over hot 
water and cold jellied ones only 
get colder the longer they wait in 
the ice box. 
Certain vegetables can also be 
cooked in various ways without 
danger of losing their flavor from 
long standing. Scalloped Irish po­ 
tatoes, sugared or 
twice 
baked, 
sweet potatoes, 
baked 
spinach, 
buttered beets and carrots 
de­ 
licious belong in this 
category. 
Delicately 
flavored 
vegetables 
such as asparagus and green peas, 
on the other hand. lose tenderness 
and flavor if 
reheated, 
while 
strong-juiced vegetables such as 
cabbage and onions become un­ 
pleasantly flavored if carelessly 
kept hot for any length of time. 
Rake iii Slow Oven 
In order to preserve all 
the 
moisture and heat without over­ 
cooking and drying, bake all cas­ 
serole combinations in a 
slow 
oven and then keep hot in a larg­ 
er pan of hot water. 
Many appetizing baked dishes 
can he made from canned 
sea 
foods while salt 
codfish 
and 
smoked salmon and halibut lend 
themselves admirably to casserole 
cookery. 
Reef, veal, pork 
and 
lamb are also good cooked cas­ 
serole and can be combined with 
vegetables 
to 
make 
one-piece i 
dishes of merit. 
With the addi­ 
tion of a molded salad and fresh 
fruit for dessert. 
there's 
your 
well-balanced meal for all com­ 
ers. 
Broiled meats are bandy 
for 
delayed meals. 
Rut chops and 
individual portions must be used 
as soon as cooked. 
Casserole of fresh salmon and 
potatoes makes a seasonable two- 
in-one dish. 
Or other varieties of 
fish may he used. 
Casserole of Salm on 
Two pounds fresh salmon, 
I 
teaspoon salt, 1-4 teaspoon pep­ 
per, 2 cups diced celery, 2 cups 
potato marbles, I tablespoon but­ 
ter, I tablespoon minced parsley, I
